5,910,000 colonies, no one seemed 
to know. The litlle fellows

As of July 1, there were 5,910,000 
colonies

Just how many of the tiny, jet- 


propelled insects are included 
in 


5,910,000 colonies, no one seemed 
to know. The litlle fellows 
prob- 


ably wouldn't be quiet long enough 
for a count even for the U. S. gov- 
ernment. 


It was estimated, however, lhat 
the boe population is down two per 
cent from last year. A colony may 
run from 12,000 to 75,000 bees, and

doing at this time in AmcTican'his- 
torv with atomic energy. 


You, 
an ordinary citizen, can't 


imagine it all. Few. people can, un- 
less they're high in the government 
or are scientists.

And rtiuch of it is being done 
behind closed doors

doing at this time in AmcTican'his- 
torv with atomic energy. 


You, 
an ordinary citizen, can't 


imagine it all. Few. people can, un- 
less they're high in the government 
or are scientists.

Recovery Without Russia 
Not since the war has the world 


seen anything in the field of inter- 
national relations like the 
Paris 


conference on European economic 
recovery. The conference began in 
a spirit of gravity, as well it mi- 
ght. 
But there was also evident, a 


spirit of friendliness and a unani- 
mity of purpose that have been ab 
sent too. long. 


The reason for this was clearly 


evident. Russia was not represent- 
ed—Russia, with her tactics of op- 
position, obstruction, delay and gon- 
eral trouble-making. Without a So- 
viet delegation, the 1G governments 
present were able to make a start 
at doing a job which they all a- 
grecd must be done. 


The conference is not a truly 


European meeting without Russia 
and her satellites. Considering in- 
duslry and much agricultural land 
which are part of the European e- 
conomic picture do not figure in 
the paris plans. But one could al- 
most get a feeling of relief from 


'.. rcading reports of the conference. 


Russia had dropped the other shoo. 
Despite the.. serious, aspects of her. 
'withdrawal, the air seemed clear- 
er now that the threatened East- 
West split had become fact. 


The rest of the world got along 


pretty well without the Soviets in 
prc-ly34 days, and perhaps 
it can 


again. There are differences, 
of 


course. Russia is politically strong- 
er since the war. She has gathered 
a family of neighboring nations a- 
bout her, by fair means or foul, 
and up to now has been able to 


' dictate their international behavior. 


Russia's ban on normal relations 


between these Baltic and Balkan 
nations and their non-Communist 
neighbors will not assist Europe's 
recovery. Neither will the paralysis 
of Germany, if it continues much 
longer, at the same lime the Sov- 
iet Union has: acquired some eco- 
w hpiiltsoitlac Isuccesses. 
its political successes. 


Russia is economically weaker 


than in 1939. Yet if she denies her 
satellites assistance from the Uni- 
tod States and the rest of Europe, 
she will have to make it 
up 
to 


them put of her own production. The 
new five-year trade treaty with Cz- 
echoslovakia is an indication of 
what Russia intends to do — but pro- 
raising and delivering are two qui- 
te different things. 


The so-called Molotov has some 


participants who are obviously re- 
fuclanl. The Marshall plan has the 
hearty 'co-operation of 15 western 
European nations and Turkey. The- 
se nations, at Paris, have denied 
, any threat to individual sovereign- 


ty. They have left the door open 
1'or Russia and other countries to 
come in. They have agreed on a 
program of self -help to supplement 
American assistance. They have not 
overlooked the United Nations in 
their planning. 


All this gives the United States 


a political advantage to match Ru- 
ssia's similar advantage in Ihe easl. 
Bui here again there are econom- 
ic problems. In America's case, 
too, 
promising and delivering are 


not tne same things. As ycl this 
country doss not know how much 
help it can afford to give. No'.- 
is there assurance thai a bipar- 
tisan foreign economic policy will 


' back up the bipartisan policlical 


support ol the Marshall plan and 
turn promises into actualities. 


Until those two questions are sti- 


lled there is no room tor blithe as- 
surance Umt non-Communist Eur- 
ope can recover and grow strong 
withoul Russia.

Wedemeyer's Fact-Finding 
Mission to China to Help 
Shape StifferU. S. Policy 


By DeWITT MacKENZIE 
AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
President Truman's new special 
envoy, Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wede- 
meyer, has got into action on his 
old stamping grounds in China to 
carry put a fact-finding 
mission 
which is 
calculated 
to 
provide 


Washington with material for an 
overhauling of its policy of assis- 
tance for this important but war- 
battered member 
of the big five. 


Without waiting to hear from the 
general we know that he is finding 
;his vast nation in far worse condi- 
tion politically, economically and 
militarily than he ever ha* seen 
.1 before. Untold millions of its 
lalf-billion people are hungry unto 
death. Inflation is fantastic and the 
economy of the country is wreck- 
ed. Thenationalist government at 
Nanking is trying to ride a whirl- 
win'd. 


The civil war is producing wide- 
spread and bloody lighting. Goner- 
aiissmo Chaing Kai-Shek's fresh of- 
ensive to try-to deliver a i knock- 
out blow to the Red armies, finds 
the communists not only•., holding 
their own but, on the initiatve gen- 
nerally. Wilh Manchuria and great 
reaches of northern China largely 
in their hands. And Nanking says 
that the. Chinese Reds are .receiv- 
ing aid from the Russians. 


As one surveys .this chaos, and 
the elements which are contribut- 
ing to it, there would seem to be 
only one way out for Chaing Kai- 
Shek and his government, and it 
is this: 


1. To fling enough military force 


against the. communist armies to 
cripple them.and hold them down, 
and then 


2. To do a thorough job of house- 


cleaning in the Nanking govern- 
ment, 
and 
inaugurate 
sweeping 
reforms attractive enough to win 
back that portion of the Chinese 
population which has forsaken Nan- 
king to chase communistic rain- 
bows. 


Of these two essentials, the first 


which may ' bo 
unsurmountable. 
The financing of an all-out war by 
Chaing's armies against the Chin- 
ese communists would 
run 
into 
countless billions of dollars, a sum 
which would stagger the imagina- 
tion of the only nation in the world 
capable of producing it—the United 
States. Not only would there be 
the hage military expenditures, but 
meantime the economic machine 
of the country would have to be 
dept running full tilt. 


Such an operation might easily 
last for years and .the outcome 
would be proglematical, for there 
arc,intangibles involved. The most 
important of these is whether Nan- 
king has the right information in 
saying that Moscow is backing the 
Chinese Reds. If Russia is giving 
such assistance, the situation look 
grim indeed. 


There is a school which holds 
that the Chinese communists aren't 
the same brand as the Russians 
—that the celestials are just dis- 
contented agrarians. As a matter 
of fact Genreal Chou En-Lai, one 
one of the too Chinese communists
